With these words Ihe fate of Ihe men 


who Were lefl behind was sealed.

"If everything goes well the thing 


might be over in a week," was the 
guess of one navy officer. There was 
no indication when divers might again 
slip over the side of the salvage vessel 
Falcon, which remained anchored over 
the Squalus. 


Rear Admiral C. W. Cole, comman- 


dant of the Portsmoulh Navy Yard and 
director of rescue and salvage op- 
eralions, presided over Ihe two-hour 
meeting of technicians in his head- 
quarters ashore. He said there would

even cancer. Women who suffered 
yith dyspepsia or indigestion were 
found to be.suffering in two instances 
out of every five either with disease 
of the gallbladder, ulcer of the stom- 
ach, or in some instances with cancer. 


The exact, cause of ulcers of the 


stomach is not known. There seems 
toibe some evidence to the effect that 
they are sometimes associated with in- 
fections at the roots of the teeth of. 
with infections in the tonsils or the 
sinuses. Sometimes an ulcer of the 
stomach is associated with a disturb- 
ance of -the appendix or of the gall- 
bladder. 


One of the most co'mYnon conditions; 


associated with ulcers is an excess 
amount of acid coming into the stom- 
ach with the gastric juice. Because of 
this people frequently have burning 
sensations. Sometimes sour material 
passes up fro'm' the stomach into the 
throat, .causing a spur taste and burn- 
ing sensation. These are the people 
who like to take large amounts of 
baking soda in order to overcome the 
acidity. 


They should realize, however, that 


taking baking soda for symptoms of 
this type is like pouring water on a 
fire bell when the fire is 'two blocks 
down the street. The eructation of 
acid material from the sto'm'ach is a 
sign that something is wrong. The 
.person who has such symptoms ought 
to see a doctor and find out what is 
wrong and thus obtain treatment for 
the disturbance rather than for the 
symptom.

Hero of Sea Disaster Tells 


of Shutting "Death Door" 


Lloyd B. Maness Grieves for His Pal Who Was to 


Have Married Sunday; .Mentioned Wedding 


Before Last Dive 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H.-W-Tho ag- 


onizing task of shutting n watertight 
compart'm'enl door, a door that closed 
the nvcnue of life to 26 shipmates, n 
door on the other side of which his 
best friend would drown, a door that 
shut out swift death for 32 others—thnl 
wns the heavy duty of Electrician's 
Mate Lloyd B. Maness as the subma 
rine Squnlus stink to the ocean's bot- 
tom last Tuesday. 


True to navy discipline, he hit it, 


and, he added grimly, "I'd do the smno 
thing again if circumstances required." 


During the day, survivor nfter sur- 


vivor had named the boyish-looking 
Mniiess, still in his early twenties, as 
the hero of the disaster, the hero who 
with superhuman effort had slammed 
Ihe door against the inrushing water. 
But Maness grieved for his pal, Shcr- 
mal Shirley, of Little Rock, Arkansas, 
who was somewhere on the other side 
of that fateful barrier. 


"My chum," Maness said when he 


spoke of Shirley, "My chum, whose 
best man I was to be next Sunday." 
For Shirley was to havc'bcen married 
on May 28—to Ruth Scsautel in Do- 
ver, N. H. . 


He recalled, "I had talked to him 


just before our final dive—something 
Lo do with Sunday's wedding. When 
[ had time to think, I hoped that 
Shirley was fortunate enough to be in 
a dry section, though the hope was 
pretty remote." 


Dark-haired, of medium height and 


auild, just an average looking young 
enlisted man, Maness was credited to- 
day by his chief, Lieutenant Oliver F. 
Naquin, commander of the stricken 
submarine, with being "the man to 
whom I owe my II Cc, and so also do 
all ot the other 'mCn who were in the 
control roo'm1." 


Time Was Short 


Clad in pajamas and bathrobe, and 


wrapped in a blanket, Maness, whose 
ionic is in Greensboro, N. C., sat in 
the Portsmouth naval hospital this 
afternoon and told how, "I was in 
charge of the bulkhead door between 
the control room and the after bat- 
tery." 


"The water was rising rapidly in the 


after compartment," he said, "and I 
realized that time was short if I was 
to close the door. Due to the down 
angle of the ship and the fact that 
the door opened from a down angle, 
[ had to exert all my strength to 
swing it into place." 


The door was partly closed when 


shouts came from the rapidly filling 
battery room, "Keep it open! Keep it 
open!" And Maness let, the door slip 
back.

Jones, 45, negro, and her 13-year-old 
daughter, Gertrude, were sentenced to 
prison Friday when they pleaded guil- 
Ly toaccessory to murder charges in 
connection with the May 2 rape-slay- 
ing of Miss Irene Taylor, 19, Altliei- 
mer white girl.

Hero of Sea Disaster Tells 


of Shuttmg_uDeath Door11 


Lloyd B. Maness Grieves for His Pal Who Was to 


Have Married Sunday; .Mentioned Wedding 


Before Last Dive 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H.-(/P)^Tlie ag- 


onizing task of shutting a watertight 
compart'm'ent door, a door that Closed 
the avenue of life to 26 shipmates, a 
cloor on the other side of which his 
best friend would drown, a door that 
shut out swift death for 32 others—that 
was the heavy duty of Electrician's 
Mate Lloyd B. Maness as the subma- 
rine Squaltis sank to the ocean's bot- 
tom last Tuesday. 


True to navy discipline, he hit it, 


and, 
he added grimly, "I'd do the same 


thing again if circumstances required." 


During the day, survivor after sur- 


vivor had named the boyish-looking 
Maness, still in his early twenties, as 
the hero of the disaster, the hero who 
with superhuman effort had slammed 
the door against the inrushing water. 
But Maness grieved for his pal, Shcr- 
mal Shirley, of Little Rock, Arkansas, 
who was somewhere on the other side 
of that fateful barrier. 


"My chum," Maness said when he 


spoke of Shirley, "My chum, whose 
best man I was to be next Sunday." 
For Shirley was to have been married 
on May 28—to Ruth Sesautel in Do- 
ver, N. H. 
. 


He recalled, "I had talked to him 


just before our final dive—something 
to do with Sunday's wedding. When 


had time to think, I hoped thai 


Shirley was fortunate enough to be in 
n dry section, though the hope was 
pretty remote." 


Dark-haired, of medium height and 


build, just an average looking young 
enlisted man, Maness was credited to- 
day by his chief, Lieutenant Oliver F. 
Naquin, commander of the stricken 
submarine, with being "the man to 
whom I owe my life, and so also do 
all of the other Vnten who were in the 
control rotfnt" 


Time Was Short 


Clad in pajamas and bathrobe, and 


wrapped in n blsjnket, Mnness, whose 
home is in Greensboro, N. C., sat in 
the Portsmouth naval hospital this 
afternoon and told how, "I was in 
charge of the bulkhead door between 
the control room and the after bat- 
tery." 


"The water was rising rapidly in tlve 


after compartment," he said, "and I 
realized that time was short if I was 
to close the door. Due to the down 
angle of the ship and the fact that 
the door opened from a down angle, 


had to exert all my strength to 


swing it into place." 


The door was partly closed when 


shouts came from the rapidly filling 
battery room, "Keep it open! Keep it 
open!" And Maness let the door slip 
back. Raymond O'Hara of Elmira, 
N. Y., Roland Blanched of Herscy, 
Mjch., •WilliB'm' Isaacs of Washington, 
William Boulton of Luton, Iowa, and 
Robert Wnshburn of Greenwich, Ohio, 
swiftly crowded through. 


"Immediately, I swung the door 


shut," said Mnness, "and lurried clown 
the watertight crew."
